FARM HOR8E8. 


Judicious Rationing Which Will locrm 
Their Bffectl venose. 

The. effectiveness of working horses 
on farms is often impaired by Injudi¬ 
cious feeding. Overloading the stomacb 
with innutrltlous food is a common 
error and is mainly due to the aver¬ 
age farmer's dependence on hay as the 
staple and cheapest food for horses. 
Really, so far as effectiveness goes, 
grains, and especially oats, are always 
cheaper than hay. Liverymen auid those 
who keep horses soon discover this fact. 
Farm work differs from that on the 
road In not requiring so rapid motion. 
Farm horses can, therefore, be fed 
more hay, but enough grain or meal 
should go with It so that the proper 
amount of nutrition can be secured 
without too great distention ft the di¬ 
gestive organa 

The farmer will find his most effective 
ration In ground oats, mixed with cut 
clover or timothy hay, and fed slightly 
wet so that the meal and wet hoy will 
adhere. u*he best proportion Is half 
weight each of the hay and meal This 
will of course make the hay mors 
bulky. The ration for a 1,200 pound 
horse will usually Be about 16 pounds 
of oatmeal per day and the same 
weight of cut hay, divided into three 
messes morning, noon and nlgbt. OR 
such a ration as this horses will keep 
at work and In good condition Indefin¬ 
itely. The feed at night and morning 
should be slightly larger than at the 
noon meal. Three meals per day, with 
long Intervals between them to allow 
the food to digest, are better than con¬ 
tinuous citing, even when grain 
given. 

Timothy hay is much less nutritious 
limn clover. It Is ^so leas liked by 
horses, which should be stinted In their 
feed of clover, so that they will not 
gi t too much. Usually clover hay 
should only be fed cut and wet and 
mixed with meal. This wetting the 
clover will keep the dust In It from In¬ 
juring horses that are broken winded 
from hard driving when their stomachs 
are over loaded. Bran and wheat mid* 
dllngs abound In the nutrition for fur-' 
r.lshlng strength. But it Is very rare 
I hat bran can be fed with advantage 
to u horse that Is working hard. It 
will sour his stomach, and that Is al¬ 
ways weakening. But fine middlings 
hnve a contrary effect and can be mix- 
*-d with ground oats, and so fed wlthj.he 
cut fcny. A horse at work should be 
m ister constipated nor very loose in 
hlosjjowels. If the excrement Is at any 
linn ‘hard and dry a very little linseed 
m«-al will remedy the difficulty. It can- 
rot. however, be given In large quan¬ 
tities. as It is very concentrated food.

hr stomach. It will generally pay to

Winter cress, Barbera vulgaris, shows 
Itr clusters of dark green leaves in the 
fall and winter; with spring the shoots, 
bearing branches with numerous flower 
1 lusters, soon grow up. The character 
of these parts la shown in the cut. 
Short, narrow pods filled with seeds fol¬ 
low the yellow, four-petaled, cross- 
shaped flowers. The seeds find their 
v ay with grain or among grass and 
< lover seeds aiSd may germinate soon, 
or under unfavorable conditions may 
remain a long while dormant and 
l Inguo the cultivator who undertakes 
to clear the land of them. Only the most 
thorough cultivation can usually free 
the infested land from these mustard 
•jimmies, so that methods of extermina- 
• kin are the same for all. 

When a weed requires a portion of 
each of ttfo seasons for Its maturity, 
the chances to destroy It are increased. 
In all plants which are spread or prop¬ 
agated exclusively by seeds, as this 
one Is, the remedy should be applied to 
prevent maturity of Medf.—A. D. 8elby, 
botanist Ohio Experiment Station, in 
Ohio Farmer.

Every housewife who Is fond of eith¬ 
er rhubarb or oranges should make a 
few pots of the delicious Jam that com¬ 
bines .them both. Wipe the rhubarb 
until clean and dry, and out It Into 
fine pieces without peeling; peel half 
a dozen oranges, cut away all the white 
under the skin, take out the seeds and | 
divide the oranges Into quarters. Open 
each carpel that holds the. pulp, and 
tuke that out, being careful to save ull 
the Juice. Put the rhubarb, orange 
pulp and Juice with a pound and a half 
of granuld^ed sugar, stir until the su¬ 
gar is melted, then cook slowly until 
a fine mass. Whefj it begins to thicken 
cool a little in a saucer. Put away in 
tumblers, and cover with waxed or 
oiled paper. A very good Jam of the 
rhubarb is also made without the 01 - 
nnges. Use one pound of sugar to each 
l^ound of the fruit, and flavor each 
pound with the grated rind of half u 
large lemon. Stir and skim frequently 
while cooking. 

An appetizing dessert is made from 
rhubarb by cooking it with gelatine. 
Weltfh It pound of rhubarb, wash 
It and cut It Into very small pieces. 
Sweeten while cooking with eight 
ounces of sugar. When the rhubarb 
is tender, stir into it one-fourth of a 
cupful of cold water. Whip the mix¬ 
ture well with an eggbeater and turn 
into a mold. When cold serve with a 
yellow custard sauce or without one, 
as you prefer.

How to Obtain aud Hstsln Molsturo in 
the Hot, l>ry Weather. 

If wt put the end of n small kIuhs 
tube into water, the water will rise In 
it. If. Instead of being put In water, 
u tube Is put Into a very heavy liquid, 
such as mercury, instead of rising 
above the burrounditw liquid It will 
UOt rise up In the tube to Its level, 
(see*Fig. I. and II ). The liner these 
tubes are the higher the water will

line, while the opposite will be the rc- 
tult in the case of the mercury. That 
w hich causes the water to rise is called 
capillary attraction. That which pre¬ 
vents the mercury from rising Is culled 
capillary repulsion. 

Before going any further It might bo 
Interesting to some to explain the 
meaning of capillary, Caplllus means 
hair. Capillary means resembling K 
hair; fine, minute, small In dlam<*t t, 
though long. Thus a capillary tube 
means a tube that Is halr-like. 

A glass tube has been taken for pur¬ 
poses of Illustration, but you must not 
think that such a tube Is necessary 
before water will rise. A sponge soaks 
up water; that Is. water rise* through 
and fllto^he minute Spaces which exitt 
in the structure of the sponge.

In It are not flllod with wat*r. Th« 
oil rlsts In th._* lamp-wlck by capillary 
attraction. The minute spaceff^Ju-tw. -n 
the fibres of the wick sor\v tin same 
purpose a« the small hole in a gl ihz 
tube. The finer the material In the 
wlek, the smaller and more nunn-rous 
the holes will be and the higher the 
oil will* rise through It. When houn- 
plants are watered, very often the 
v.ater is put Into the saucr-i of the - 
flower pot. We say the oil soaks th* 
water up; In fact. th<* water rises 
through the spaces between the parti¬ 
cles of soil (see Fig, III ) 

The finer the soil the smaller these 
spaces will be and the higher the water 
will rise, as It did in the glass tubes. 

It Is well known that plants on a 
randy soil suffer during a dry season 
much more than those on a clay or 
loamy soil. This Is due to the spaces 
In the latter being much liner than 
those In the sandhis the particles c,re 
nut nearly so large. This being the 
case, they hold water much bett r 
when Uu-y have it. And th< n the water 
will rlm^much more readily front tin- 
water level. In this way. during a 
dry time, the plants on clay may be 
getting wter from below, while thovo 
on sandy land may die for want of It. 

Now. if we understand some of the 
forces which Intluence the rise of writ-r 
lr* a substance, w«- need to know two 
more things, and then this knowledge 
may be useful on the farm. FIr^\ 
WhatvCan we do to put the soil Into i 
condition that is favorable to the j Ise 
of water from the water level; th< n 
what can we do to prevent it from 
evaporating- at (he top, so that tnc 
crops may get the mosture ? 

The speers need to be small Tbus. 
to roll land that Is too loose, as sand 
or other land that has Wen plowed jin 
th<- spring, ls"n. benefit. Agai/, many 
will have noticed that land that Is 
drained never suffers as much during a 
dry season as does undralned land. I 
have soon places where a person could 
distinctly notice that the crop bcsl«l*s 
u drain was better during a drought 
than the crop farther off. What Is the 
reasons of this? An underdrain nov*r 
takes water away that rises by cap¬ 
illary attraction, but that which lbs 
In the larger spaces, and which, if al¬ 
lowed to remain. Is Injurious to plant 
growth. I/and that Is not drained will 
often be water-soaked during part of 
the season; and when it doe.* dry *' 111 , 
will leave the land full of cracks, which 
tend to prevent the water from com¬ 
ing up, and allow It to evaporate more 
quickly. .On the other hand, land that 
Is well drained is left In a condition 
much more .favorable to the rise of 
water by capillary attraction from the 
water level. 

After doing as much as we can to 
put the soil Into a condition favor¬ 
able to the rise of this moisture, wt 
need to do as much as wf can to hinder 
its evaporation at the' surface. Moat 
farmers have seen a mulch of rubbish, 
chips, straw, or somg other loose ma¬ 
terial put around fr.ulf trees to keep the 
ground moist In dry weather. The water 
does not rise through this loose stuff, 
und Is largely' protected from the wind 
and sun's rays and does not evaporate; 
as a consequence the soil keeps moist. 
A well worked summer fallow, on clay 
or loamy soil, will be moist even If 
rain has not fallen for so pin weeks. 

Now, some may say that land that 
is worked up dries out. That Is true 
in regard to the portion of the soil 
that Is larked; but this need be only 
one, two or three Inches, and these few 
inches of loose soil at the top serve tht 
tume purpose as the chips and the like 
around the fruit trees. It prevents the 
moisture from coming right to the top 
and protects it lrora being evaporated 
by the wind and stfn. In this way we 
keep It In the proper place for tb« 
plant to make use of It This explains 
the reason that there Is such an advan¬ 
tage In surface cultivation during dry 
weather. The drier the weaAhsr, the 
oftener will It pay us to cultivate s.tch 
crops as permit of It. 

People often think of the mol** 
ture In the soil as altogether due to the 
rainfall; and as 'they cannot control 
this, they have thougtU that they could 
not guard against loss by drought; 
but by umDrstandlng capillary attrac¬ 
tion and how to avail ourselves of Its 
aid, we will be able. In many cases, to 
greatly lessen the evils which result 
from a lack of rain.—E. F. White, D. 
S.A.. Algoraa, la London Farmer's MB*

The Tupper Government was routed or 
Tuesday, horse, foot and artillery. Tbe 
people rose in their might and condemned 
;he boodling and maladministration that 
has so long characterized the regime of the 
Conservative Government. The Freuoh- 
raen of Quebeo put Ontario to shame and 
set at defi&noe the dictation of tbe 
Hieraroby, showing that they put the wel¬ 
fare of the country paramount to the needs 
of the ohuroh. The landslide that struck 
the Government was complete and well de¬ 
served. All honest Conservatives, who pat 
country before party, are pleased at the re¬ 
mit, although their pleasure is somewhat 
tinctured with sadness by the gross mitB 
management that brought such a strong 
condemnation.

The Liberals will have a majority of 28 
over all in the next Hotter and tbe total 
majority against the Gov rn.ment is 62.

He was proud of his 
native town whioh had given him suoh|a 
handsome majority. He hoped that now 
the election was over they would all bury 
their differences and dwell in peace and 
harmony for the next five years, (ohesrs.) 

Mr. Switzer made a neat little speeoh. 
lie said he was defeated by tbe votes of 
those who were expected to stand by 
him lie was not dishearted or dis 
courged by tbe result. He bad no persona 
feelings agaiout either of the candidates. 
Between himself and Mr. Wilson tbs 
brst of good feeling prevailed throughout. 

He laid bis defeat to the farmer, and 
thanked the town for the good vote they 
had given bim. (cheers ) 

Mr. Stevens created a good deal of exoitc- 
ment a few minutes afterwards bv tbrowiog 
about two or three hundred of his cam¬ 
paign buttons among the boys for them to £

The Conservatives «*nt home early and 
left the Reformers in possession of tbe 
town hall.

With two candidates 
in the field opposed to the Government 
and dividing the Liberal and Independent 
vote it is a matter for oongr&tulatfon that 
Mr. Switzer polled so good a vote. In a 
straight fight we believe Mr. Wilson would 
have been defeated. As it is he owos his 
election to Mr. Stevens’ presenoe in the 
field Tho Liberals did all in their power 
to avoid a three cornered fight, Mr. Allison 
retiring in favor of Mr. Swiizer, but Mr. 
Stevens thought tit to enteir th« field and the 
most natural thing under vhe cir cumstance 
happened. Another thing that militated 
against Mr. Switzer was the bad stale of 
the lists. Mr. Wilsou had everything his 
own way in the revision aud as a matter of 
course manipulated them to his own 
advantage. In connection with this 
revision somebody is guilty of gross dis¬ 
honesty. Many an honest voter whose 
name was put on the list by the revising 
judgo was knocked oft in the Government 
printing office at Ottawa. One good Grit 
aiH his son, who own BOO acres of land, 
were disfranchised, while the hired man, 
an uncompromising Tory, lmd his name on 
the list and of course put in a plumper for 
Tupperism. The vote in Lennox this year 
was a light one compared with the lust 
oleoliou. In 1892 when Mr. Wilson defeat¬ 
ed Mr. Allison the voto stood 1075 and 1050 
respectively, making a total of 3,825, while 
this year the total voto polled for the three 
candidates atpounted to 2911, 411 less than 
was polled in 92 It is alleged that bribery 
and personation helped to swell Mr. 
Wilson's majority, but later developments 
will prove tho truth or falsity of this. Mr.
